there is a school of thought

whatever the real rensons 
.for the political upheaval 
within the Kremlin, nothing 
has yet = emerged to

mental change in the 
charucter- of the Soviet 
regime, And one charac- 
teristic remains: it is of a 
Government, claiming to be 
“democratic” which con-

“ behind an almost impen- 
etrable veil of secrecy, This, 
is not the Iron Curtain’ 
which has been lowered 
between the Soviet Union 
und the outside non 
Communist world, but a 
curtain between the 
‘Kremlin and the peoplo of 
the Union. All discussion 
of policy, all taking of 
decisions, are in ‘the most 
complete scerecy. No hint of 
anything, ‘except occasional- 
ly an impending “new Hne", 
is allowed to leak out, The 
current formula is that all 
decisions ~~ represent — the 

‘collective wixdom of the 
Central Committee of the 
Communist Party, yet in 
fact all they do is formally 
to ratify and . approve 
decisions already vaken by 
the innermost. _ coterie _of 


rulers in the Kremlin. 


QXE effect of this system is 
the Berin case. At one 
. moment he is presented to 
the Party and the people as 
one of the greatest and most 
trusted leaders; the next, 
they are told to regard -him 
os «a traitor and a 
degenerate... The charges 
against Berin have been 
vague ond abusive. No 
evidence of any kind has 
yet beon produced, And 
‘nobody is allowed to know 
anything either of tho 
reasons for his disgrace 
or of any political implica- 
tions which it may have. In 
this respect the Russian 
people are as much in ‘the 
dark ay the outside world, 
~ "And from the purely 
diplomatic paint of view 
this barrage of secrecy un- 
doubtedly (and. perhaps 
‘ntentionally) makes every: 
thing more difficult for 
governments dealing with 
tho Soviet regime. In a way 
they are: playing blindfold 
chess, Diplomatic. relations 
with the Soviet Union or 
with any other Communist 
atate uve, because of ft, 
-entirely “different. from 
‘those with any | other 
civilised states in modern 
times.’
